Now the alarming features in tho Hnatce of 
Hongkong are these.

‘I'he Legisla- 
tive. Council, aré so obsequiousiy . subservient 
to hiw, that there does” not uppear to he one 
of their number, official or non-official, who 
dare utter his own opinions there. Third. 
{The culpavle apathetic incapacity, and the 

reckless extravagance of the Sueveyor General, 
‘Vwho appears .to have the sume ascendancy 
over the Governor, as that functiouary has 
over the Gouncil, In the face fall tis we 
see an enoimous expenditure, increased taxa- 
tion, :and a. strong prospect ofa deficit. We 
maivtain that these ave alarming features. 

Let us take.a retrospective “glance at Gov- 
ternor. Robinson's cuveer in “Hongkong... Al- 
must: his TiRe act. was to “convene a sceret 
} inceting of the Legislative council, whereat, all 
preliminaries having been duly pre-arranged, 
he had his own salary raised some 50 per cent, 
and the saluries of all those on swhose votes: 
the incteased outlay depended, 29 per cent We 
say, this was-dono ut asecret ineeting, and 
we denounes the scheme as litle butter than 
ti fraud. : : 

His next. act was to. have his bed rooms 
furnished at the expense of ihe Colony, which 
outlay he also managed to get passed surrepti- 
tiously: a fuse, 

He then sought to make political capital 
for hiuself. ‘Pie colony having. no legal 
change for « dollar, le.conceived the iden of 
arranging a small coin currency hinyself. 
Taking all the advice which bir position ren~ 
dered readily available, he concocted the plan, 
and-not only kept tlie project secret from the 
Legislative Council, but actaally . remitted 
money home, which had never been~voted, tu 
carry out the experiment. ‘True it has suc- 
coaded, but it would hive. succeeded: equally 
well bad the proper’ and legal course been 
pursued: In that evont howover, be could not 
have made political capital out of it, which he 
was so eager to obtain, that heactuslly claim- 
ed it lung before the currency was tested. 
Success is no palliative for wrong doing; and 
the question should be considered, who would 
Lave borne the Joss, and Lave suffered al] the 
inconvenience, if tho experiment had foiled? 

Then came the gas affair; as suspicions
